In the event the statement by Mr. Trausch is deemed insufficient, we ask that the 
Examiner examine the 10/773,348 file to see whether the missing Amendment can 
be found therein together with proof that it was filed (albeit misidentified) on the 
evening of October 26, 2004. 
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In conclusion, it is believed that this application is in condition for allowance, 
and such allowance is respectfully requested.
